an-! Faddy Ryan. The title was rec- 
ognized as vested in hffit at that time 
and has been handed down through 
a succession of pugilists. 


Sullivan was the first heavyweight 


champion under Quneensbury rules 
and engaged in the first heavyweight 
bout over contested with gloves when 
he was defeated by. James J. Corbett.'

Sullivan's 
time only one 


champion has held the title who was 
not an American—Bob 
Fitzsimmons. 


Fitz really was an! American in.every- 
thing he did, but he was born in JEng 
land, and came to this country from 
Australia. Several foreigners 
have 


attempted to wrjjst the title from 
holders in this country, bu.'" never haa 
the effort been successful. 


Sullivan lost llis title to Corbett 


Sept..;, 1892, at IjJew Orleans. 


Corbett 
was teaten in 
fourteen 


rounds at Carson ICity, Nev., by Bob

ialties. 


Early morning sees Jeff 
trudging 


out to the fields. A recent telephone 
call at 8 a. m. brought the answer 
that "Mr. Jeffries went down to the 
lower field an hour ago to fix a tractor 
and he won't be back until noon." He 
works regular farm-hand hours. 


But, although Jeif has transferred 


his affections from the prize ring to 
the farm, he still is a familiar figure 
when there is something doing in the 
world of sports. He is an ardent 
baseball fan and it is not unusual to 
see Jeff and Fran Chance occupying 
adjoining seats at the ball park in the 
afternoon and in the evening sitting 
together 
at the four round boxing- 


show. 


Jeffries paid a visit to Willard's, 


training camp just before the big fel- 
low left for Toledo to finish prepara- 
tions for his bout with Dempsey. 
Willard looked good to Jeffries, but 
Big Jim. refused to do more than inti- 
mate that he thinks Willard is a win- 
ner. 


There was no real world's champion 


in the heavyweight class until John 
L. Sullivan made his claim of the title 
after 
having defeated Jake Kilrain 


an-! Faddy Ryan. The title was rec- 
ognized as vested in hffit at that time 
and has been handed down through 
a succession of pugilists. 


Sullivan was the first heavyweight 


champion under Quneensbury rules 
and engaged in the first heavyweight 
bout over contested with gloves when 
he was defeated by. James J. Corbett.' 


Since 
Sullivan's 
time only one 


champion has held the title who was 
not an American—Bob 
Fitzsimmons. 


Fitz really was an! American in.every- 
thing he did, but he was born in JEng 
land, and came to this country from 
Australia. Several foreigners 
have 


attempted to wrjjst the title from 
holders in this country, bu.'" never haa 
the effort been successful. 


Sullivan lost llis title to Corbett 


Sept..;, 1892, at IjJew Orleans. 


Corbett 
was teaten in 
fourteen 


rounds at Carson ICity, Nev., by Bob 
FitzL-iihmons, March 17, 1S97. 


Fitzsimmons was knocked out in 


eleven rounds at Coney Island, $1. y., 
June 9, 1899, ,by James :J. Jen^iaes. 


Jeffries defended his title success- 


fully against seyef-al challengers, In- 
cluding- Fitzsinimp^is, whom he knock- 
ed ovt in eight rjounds on Ju;iy 25, 
1902, at San Francisco; Tom Shariey, 
whom he outpointed in twe,nty-nye 
rounds at Coney Island, and Jack 
Munroe, who lasted only two rounds 
at San Francisco, Aug. 26, 1904. 


Jeffries retired in 1305, and after 


Jack Hoot had been knocked o,u,t by 
Marvin Hart in a bout refcreed....by 
Jeffries, the champion presented Hart 
with the title and belt. Jack O'Brien 
claimed the title, but was given jjo 
recognition. The public also <oisiiked 
to accept Har t and after Tommy 
Burn.5 had defeated him on Feb. 2s, 
1906 and was subsequently defeated 
in 1908 in Australia by Jack Johnson,, 
clamor became so great .that Jeffries 
was induced to enter the ring to save 
the title from passing into the hands ' 
of a negro. 


Jeffries proved an easy mark for
